Extending from the speaker’s stand 
and covering the full side of the Court 
street end of the plaza were two large 
platforms—one for the subscribers to 
the statue fund, the other for the 300 
children 
selected 
from

mouth, Mayflower and Bethel Sunday- 
schools, 
who 
sang 
some 
of 
Mr. 
Beecher’s favorite hymns. 
Opposite 
the children, on the Fulton street side 
of the p a rk , was the Thirteenth regi­ 
ment, o: which Mr. Beecher was chap­ 
lain, in full d ress, and the Sixty-seventb 
re g im e n t, k n o w n as “Beecher’s regi­ 
m e n t” d u rin g the war. 
The exercises began promptly at 4 
o’clock in this order: Prayer by Rev. 
S. B. H a llid a y , of Beecher Memorial 
church; re m a rk s of R ev. Dr. Charles 
H. Hall, chairman of the committee; 
introduction by Mayor Chapin of Mr. 
Beecher’s little grandchild, who un­ 
veiled 
the 
statue; 
singing of Mr. 
Beecher's favorite hymn—“Love Di­ 
vine All Love Excelling”—by the chil­ 
dren of the school, accompanied by the 
Thirteenth regiment band; presentation 
of the statue to the city of Brooklyn 
by Rev. Dr. Hall on behalf of subscrib­ 
ers; 
acceptance by Mayor Chapin; 
oration by President Seth Lowe, of 
Columbia college; singingof “America;” 
benediction by Rabbi GootheiL 
President Lowe’s address was an 
eloquent tribute to the memory of the 
dead divine. He spoke as follows: 
“Brooklyn has poured forth her multitudes 
to-day to unveil the familiar form and features 
of 
Henry 
Ward 
Beecher. 
Every 
man 
m nst 
have 
his 
home 
In 
some 
one 
place, but the 
great 
men 
of the earth 
overleap all boundaries 
and 
become the 
fellow citizens of all men. Such a man was 
Henry Ward Beecher. 
From this city he 
swayed the mind* and hearts of men in vast 
multitudes for forty years. From this center 
his words traversed land and sea, carrying in­ 
spiration, comfort, courage and something ol 
the exhilaration which freedom brings w hen­ 
ever they were borne on the four winds.” 
After an interesting review of Mr. 
Beecher’s career, the orator continued: 
“Mr. Beecher was a great orator, but he was 
able to be the great orator he was because first 
of all he was a great man. He proclaimed truth 
as be saw it, witb the convincing earnestness of 
a great and unselfish nature. He had a gift of 
utterance such as Is granted to few; he had a 
playful humor and a tender pathos th a t eS 
abled him to draw at will the smile or the 
tear; he had an intellect capable of high 
thinking 
and 
sustained 
effort, 
but 
not 
any or all of these made him the orator he 
was. It 
was 
the 
brave, true 
spirit 
of 
the man, using all of these faculties in 
turn, that made him the greatest popular 
orator of his day. No characteristic was more 
prominent than his abounding and delightful 
humor. He used his humor both as a weapon 
of offense and a shelter from the storm. U ke 
Abraham Lincoln he took refuge behind it in 
times of anxiety and trouble. W ith it he dealt 
some of bis most effective strokes In the heat of 
conflict. Men complained sometimes that he 
used it inopportunely, but his own conception 
of It was poetically expressed in one of his 
own sayings: ‘Every bell which God has hung in 
my belfry shall ring.’ In later life he added to 
the active susceptibilities of his nature the ex­ 
periences of a bitter and searching trouble. In 
the midst of his trouble no man ever beard 
him speak unkindly of another. He came 
through it developed and purified by suf­ 
fering into a larger sympathy than ever 
with his fellow men. When he died, not 
alone 
his 
own 
church, 
but 
five 
other 
churches in this city were filled with those who 
gathered to express their sense of loss in his 
death and to do honor to his memory. The 
legislature of the state adjourned foi the first 
time in Its history in honor of a private 
citizen. 
The tribute was as unique as the 
man. 
It 
was 
the 
spontaneous 
ex­ 
pression of 
the popular feeling and the 
recognition on the part of the community and 
the state that a great and good man had gone 
from among them. 
W hat then shall this 
statue mean? To those who shall come after 
us,

Beecher will be only an 
historic 
name, 
let it signify th at the people enshrine in 
their hearts those wh» are sincerely 
and 
truly their friends; th at courage in a good 
cause, however it may provoke antagonism, is 
certain at DI ast to he commended of all men. 
L et it signify that a man who would be im 
fluenlial with his fellows must enter into 
living 
sympathy 
with 
them ; 
that 
this 
does not mean catering to prejudice nor 
say only smooth things, but th at it means 
serving the people, through good report and 
through evil report, with every power that 
one ha*. The sculptor has preserved for us 
the form and figure of Mr. Beecher in imper­ 
ishable bronze. It remains for you and me to 
transm ute into life those principles which he 
demonstrated could m ake a character so noble.” 
[The movement to erect the statue was 
started a few months after Mr. Beecher’s 
death, but there was a long delay in inviting 
contributions

Plymouth church were undecided as to the 
scope of the movement. A majority of the 
members of the church favored raising the 
necessary ar ount by taking subscription!

TERRIFIC CLOUDBURST. 


C h e r o k e e , la.. June 25.—The terrors 
of the Johnstown Aw d were in part re­ 
peated in this place Wednesday. Sev­ 
enty-five houses have been carried out 
of sight in a Niagara-like torrent, now 
many lives have been lost is yet a mat­ 
ter of uncertainty. 
A terrific cloud­ 
burst, thrice repeated, and wind almost 
a hurri ane are what consummated 
the 
d -cad 
work. 
The 
storm 
which began Tuesday night appears to 
have 
swept 
in a 
vas-t 
circle 
over northwestern 
Iowa, fully IOO 
miles in diameter, with Cherokee as 
the center. 
Up to 10:80 p. rn., owing 
to the destruction of wires and rail­ 
roads, only the vaguest reports have 
reached here from the devastated ter­ 
ritory to the west, north and south. 
The damage here, taking into account 
the relatively small size of the town, is 
enormous. 
Most of th ? destruction in Cherokee 
was wrought by the extraordinary rise 
In the Little Sioux river, resulting from 
the tremendous downpour of water 
from the sky. Some idea of the im­ 
mensity and suddenness of the flood 
can be inferred from the fact that it 
carried off, apparently without an ef­ 
fort, tile big truss bridge on which the 
Illinois Central crossed the river, and 
with the 
bridge went 400 feet of 
trestle on which the company’s tracks 
approached 
the river. 
The Little 
Sioux is at the highest stage ever 
known. 
The best information indi­ 
cates that the Illinois Central rails are 
under water continuously for many 
miles on the Omaha branch and that 
the havoc both to roadway and bridges 
is something seldom paralleled in rail­ 
road history. 
Advices have been received stating 
that Vice President Harahan and other 
high officials of the Illinois Central 
Company are already en route for the 
stricken territory. 
Many days will 
probably elapse before traffic, either 
passenger or freight, is in anything like 
normal condition. Orders have been 
issued to receive no more freight until 
further orders for any point beyond 
Aurelia. 
Every effort is being made to bring 
order out of the chaos, but the absence 
of accurate information and the par­ 
alysis of transportation almost prevent 
progress. Gangs of workmen and sev 
eral railroad telegraphers reached this 
point, but could get no farther and 
could do but little here as y et It may 
be a week or more before the full ex 
tent of the disaster is known. 
Other railroads besides the Illinois 
Central 
can 
scarcely have escaped 
great damage, particularly the Chicago 
A Northwestern and the Chicago, Mil­ 
waukee A St. PauL 
According to 
latest advices the storm falls little 
short of a great tri-state affliction, af­ 
fecting not only a large stretch of 
country in Iowa, but large portions 
also of Minnesota and Nebraska. 
Sioux C i t e , la., June 25.—The terri­ 
ble rains have almost devastated this 
portion of Iowa. 
No roads are run­ 
ning trains from this city east. The 
Floyd river valley is inundated for 35 
miles 
north 
of 
this 
city.

over the first floors, while the towns 
of Merrill, Hinton and James are 
completely 
submerged. 
Thirty-five 
miles of tracks on each of the Illinois 
Central, Chicago, St. Paul & Kansas 
City, Minneapolis & Omaha and Sioux 
City & Northern are flooded north of 
the city with bad washouts at Le Mara. 
The Little Sioux river bottom at Chero­ 
kee is entirely inundated and thou­ 
sands of acres are under water. 
Chi the Central’s Onawa branch 900 
feet of track was carried out; on the 
Sioux Falls branch seven bridges were 
washed out. The Chicago & North­ 
western tracks in the Sioux valley are

SMALL ARMS PRACTICE. 


T he L o n g A w aited O rder H as Been Is­ 
sued a t Last. 
General orders No. 4 from the ad­

This was passed in the interest of 
those who own fine hunting dogs, 
mastiffs, or in fact any “ domestic ” 
animal, th at in case the anim al was 
destroyed the owner can bring action 
and recover to the maximum am ount 
of $50, provided he can prove his ani­ 
m al was worth th at sum 
Just w hat alterations will have to 
be made in the city charter so as to 
comply with the state law, is not yet 
known, as the city attorney has not 
informed the common council, 
One thing is certain, a general 
slaughter of worthless curs should be 
ordered and enforced at once, and if 
the dog is a domestic animal, and is 
entitled to the usual respect given to 
th at class, the “ cow ordinance” should 
be amended at once, and the word 
“ dog” inserted after the word “cow. 
There is no reason why a dog should 
be granted privileges denied the cow.
